care (for persons of all ages), 
The next big push for this 
legislation occurred in 1057 
with the introduction of 'a 
program of hospital care for 
the aged sponsored by former 
Representative 'Aline Porand 
of Rhode Island. " 

More recently, legislation' 
hhs been- Introduced- In the 
Congress by Representative 
Cecil King of California and 
Senator Clinton Anderson of 
New Mexico, Popularly 
known as the Klng-Ander- 
sou bill, this measure pro- 
vides a general program of 
hospital and nursing home 
care for citizens who partici- 
pate In Social Security and 
who have attained the age of 
(15. The plan contemplates 
an Increase in Social Security 
taxes in order to finance hos- 
pital care up to 00 days and 
nursing home care for as 
long as six nion'ths, 

Opposition to this measure 
in the past has been led suc- 
cessfully by Congressman 
Wilbur Mills, Chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. Congressman Mills, 
together with the late Senator 
Robert Kerr of Oklahoma, 
sponsored an alternate plan. 
known as the Kerr-Mills bill 
(which was enacted into law 
In I960), providing extensive 
hospital and nursing home 
care and evn medical- and 
surgical benefits on a Fed- 
eral-State matching " 'fund 
basis' for our aged citizens 
who are in need or such care 

Meanwhile, since the Wag- 
ner-Murray-Dingell bill was. 
first proposed in 1030. pri- 
vate hospital and health in- 
surance programs have ex- 
panded many fold with the re- 
sult that most citizens, in- 
cluding a- majority of those 
are Covered by 
some form of private- medi- 
cal insurance. 

Notwithstanding these de- 
velopments, Hie clamor for 
"Medicare" under Social Se- 
curity has' persisted' and was 
specifically recommended in 
a recent message from Presi- 
dent. Johnson ' to the Con- 
gress: "Congressman "Mills 
has announced that-, the 
Mouse Ways and Means Com- 
mittee will, hold early hear- 
ings on this subject. Accord- 
ingly, it is- expected that one 
of the first major bills of 
this session will establish ;% 
extensive program of hos- 
pitalization for the aged will 
be administered separately 
from the Old Age. Survivors 
add Disability Insurance pro- 
gram. An important reason 
for this change is that many 
Members of Congress antici- 
pate that the expense of Hie 
proposed medicare program 
will far exceed the profes- 
sional estimates, and few 
members of Congress are 
willing to support a measure 
which might jeopardize the 
entire Social Security pro- 
gram. 

In any event, it is recog- 
nized that even the revised 
version of medicare under 
Social Security contemplates 
establishment of a whole 
new Federal bureaucracy. 

In the face of these and 
other objections, . alternative 
proposals ha(>o been advanc- 
ed Among the alternatives 
is a bill sponsored by Con- 
gressman Frank. Row of Ohio. 
Congressman Bow's measure 
would permit a credit against 
income taxes of amounts suf- 
ficient to purchase private 
hospitalization and nursing 
home coverage. In addition, 
the bill provides that those 
citizens having inadequate 
income for such private in- 
surance would receive credit
